Each post weighs 350 pounds. 
Three-mile stretch of the Lincoln 
Highway in Hancock county, West 
Virginia, which is included in the as­ 
signment of local Scouts, will not be 
marked until the road improvement 
is completed. 
The Boy Scouts have “adapted” the 
Lincoln highway in the sense that 
they are to keep an eye on the 3,000 
markers and report maintenance re 
quirements to the Lincoln Highway 
association. 
Combined efforts of the 
two organizations, it is believed will 
result In a highway probably as well 
marked as any in the country and if 
line with the program which is being 
slowly developed for tho adequate 
marking of all the great national road­ 
ways. 
Utility and beauty are combined in 
the new markers. On the face of each 
is a small metal bas relief of Lin 
coin’s head 
Below this plaque, be 
tween broad bands of red and blue ap­ 
pears the letter “ L.” On the sides, 
clearly discernable to the 
passing 
motorist, are broad arrows, curved or 
straight, to indicate whether the high­ 
way bends or proceeds straightaway. 
Close together in the more thickly 
settled parts of the country, the mark 
era will average a little more than a 
mile apart all the way from the east 
era terminus of the Highway at Hol­ 
land Tunnels, New York City, to Gold­ 
en Gate Park, San Francisco, 3,1 Od 
miles away.

All hough proper!* for a speech In 
the heart of the “solid south” seems 
remote, Hoovor is understood to bo 
pondering over a proposal that ho 
swing Into the border state* when ho 
leaves for California to cast his vote. 
Despite the proclivity of political 
leaders for roseate predictions, tho 
southern organization men have never 
brought real hope of victory until this 
year. 
Within the last 24 hours tho 
Republican nominee has been told 
that a large part of the south can be 
won. 
Among those who have called upon 
him are: C. Bascom Slemp of Vir­ 
ginia, President Coolidge’* ex-secre­ 
tary; R. H. Angell of Roanoke, V a, 
Republican state chairman; f)l!ver D. 
SMiv—t^ e i Birmingham,. Als., .oMiofal 
committeeman 
and ex-aasiu wit At 
tenter General 
Rush Holland, who 


bandied much of Hoover’* pre-conven­ 
tion work in the south. 
“The strength of Hoover in Ala­ 


bama is astonishing,” said Street. “A

Signs of World Peace 
With a simplicity unmatched in diplomatic history, 
the general treaty 
for renunciation oi war has been 
signed. 
Setting a new style for aut h occasions, the wells 
of oratory were damned. 
So, in surroundings differing completely from those 
present when the treaty of Versailles was signed, the 
principal powers of the world 
fifteen nations, big and 
little, im portant and unim portant—affixed their signa­ 
tures to tile Kellogg inland pact, which has for its pur­ 
pose tho outlawing of war tor all future time. 
To believe that the mere signing of this treaty will 
m ake war impossible is stretching the Imagination taut. 
The several governments represented Ht the treaty con­ 
ference must first ratify the part 
It will have to go 
before the congress of the United States for formal ap­ 
proval. and likewise it will have to go bifer* th* govern­ 
m ents of til*' several signatories. 
But even if this pact nerved no other purpose than 
the education of the world to the need of treaties of 
this kind—if it gets no farther at any tim* than its pres­ 
ent stag e—it will have served the purpose of convincing 
the public that the world is peace-minded, and that a 
step toward the millenium has been achieved.

Even a nur­ 
sery for tree seedlings has been .started In a campaign 
for reforestation. 
Crowing particularly and peculiarly 
fine bay leaves, the bay rum Industry of St. John has 
been world known. 
This and the production of industrial 
alcohol are being encouraged. 
Only one tenth es large as the state of Rhode Island, 
and with a population about the size of that of Logans- 
porf. indiana, the United States paid 125,000,000 for this 
territory because of its strategic position. 
Some sixty 
miles due east of Porto Rico and on the main shipping 
line from Europe, in the hands of a foreign power it 
would he a m enace to the Panam a Canal. 
Strange as it may seem, although St. Thom as and St. 
John had been under tile control of Denmark for nearly 
250 years, and St. Croix had been occupied by Dutch. 
English, French, and Spanish at different

St. Croix still retains $ larger population 
than the other islands put together.

It is interesting to read in history hooks of our young 
states developing under their new form of government. 
Here at the Virgin Islands it is possible to see what more 
than a century's experience in the American form of 
government can contribute in eleven years to a small 
place when started with all the machinery used by one 
of the major powers. 
All local laws which were not incompatible with those 
of the United States were continued in effect, and con­ 
gress shows its interest In the islands by holding hear­ 
ings before the senate and house insular affairs com­ 
mittees for individuals or commissions who wish to be 
heard, by sending members there to keep an eye on 
conditions, and by appropriating about C300.000 annual­ 
ly for expenditure. 
A new legal holiday has been established by the peo­ 
ple of the Virgin Islands. 
It is observed on March 31st, 
the anniversary of the day that the United States took 
over this territory, and is known as Transfer Day.

the prim ary election of August 14," 
and to furnish the court such informa­ 
tion as the court may require on tile 
subject. 
T u rn er’s petition was presented to 
Common Pleas Judge Dana Reynolds 
who issued a decree requiring the de­ 
fendants to comply with the requests 
made in the petition or to show cause, 
at a hearing to he held at ti a. rn.
